Artistically, and for purposes of study, photographs are bo much 
better than the cheaper reproductions that it is wortli while for 
libraries to take the neouasary trouble to secure them; the usual sized 
silver prints 8 x 10 inches can be imported, duty free, at a cost of 

_ from ten to thirty-live centa each. The varions photograph shops in 
this country carry only a limited number of subjects In the larger 
sizes and their prices are Used to cover the duty and other expenses. 
A few of the larger European Bnns liave branches in New York 
through which orders may be sent; these are noted in the following 
list. Descriptive and partially illustrated catalogues are issued l»y 
Brann and the Germanr and Italian publishers. A charge ia usually 
made for these unless they are sent wltb an order; most of the other 
foreign Brma print only brief lists of the subjects issued. 

Dealers should be warned to pack photographs carefully and to send 

, them flat, not rolled, by registered mail- If packages are addressed 
to the iostitntlon, without any personal name, there should be no 
dlfflcnity in receiving them through the post office. A number of 
book dealers, whose addresses have been given, will collect and !m- 
Mtorl photographs. This method may save time and trouble In various 
waya, but there are advantages in sending directly to the publishers 
. in regard to discounts; they also take more care to Ull orders exactly 
and will exchange unsatisfactory prints- 

Of the several forma of photographic reproduction the silver prints 
are cheapest and most practicable for a public library, although they 
fade considerably in time. The permanent and expensive cariboo 
prints are more attractive as reproductions of paintings; they are 
often, however, not so clear In detail or so satisfactory for purposes 
of study, and the surface is easily injured. The platinum prints, 
which have a gray flnlsh, are between the other two forms in price 
and are more permanent than silver prints; they represent valuea 
quite differently, being rather hard in ootline. This applies mora 
particularly to the German and Italian platinums, which are more 
satisfactory for architecture and scolptnre than for painting. 

A number of the cheaper series of process prints have been included 
in the list, as they are useful for purposes where constant handling 
-would endanger photographs, for schools, etc. A very fall descrip- 
Hoo of such material will be found In the "Complete handbook of

PREFACE. 

religious pictures'*, compiled for the New York Sunday School Com- 
mission by Rev. William Waiter Smith, 1906. (N. y. S. S. Com- 
mission, 29 Lafayette Place, N. Y., 5 cents.) This lists all important 
religious pictures in every grade of reproduction from Perry prints 
to the photogravures of the Berlin Photographic Company, with full 
descriptive notes of publishers, etc., with indexes by prices and 
sizes. In the present list it has not been practicable to give so much 
detailed information; only the general scale of sizes and prices has 
been indicated ; the more expensive series have been omitted. Mr. 
Wadlin of the Boston Public Library has contributed a number of 
valuable notes. 

The mounting of photographs is one of the greatest elements of 
expense in a collection. No cheap cardboard or process of mounting 
will be permanent or keep flat; it is more satisfactory in the end to 
have the work done by an expert, and with the best materials. Small 
reproductions may be mounted in the library with satisfactory results 
by using a good mount, such as Collins' number one or extra number one, 
(Collins Manufacturing Co., Philadelphia,) and Mitchell's anticockling 
mounting solution, (1016 Cherry St., Philadelphia). Apply the glue hot 
to the back of the print and allow it to dry, fifteen minutes to one half 
hour. (The bottle of glue may be kept in a kettle of water on a gas 
stove while it Is being used.) Retouch the corners and lay the print 
on the mount, rubbing it lightly, and leave the prints in a heavy press 
for about forty-eight hours. Silver prints should be first soaked in a 
solution of one part glycerine and five parts water. The treatment 
must vary with the kind of print, some paper absorbs much more glue 
than others; the time necessary for drying also varies with th« 
amount of moisture in the atmosphere. 

For valuable help and suggestions, acknowledgment should be 
made to Miss Louisa M. Hooper of Brookline, and to Miss Alice G. 
Chandler of Lancaster.
